“In the Vosges during the fighting 
on the night of August 1-2, we lost a 
small portion of a trench on Schratz- 
mannela, between Lingekopf and Bar- 
renkopf. A trench on lingekopf which 
had been completely destroyed on the 
night of August 1-2, has not been re- 
occupied by us. 

“A French captive balloon, torn 
from ite anchorage during a thunder- 
storm, was caught by us to the north- 
west of Etaine. 

“In the eastern theater of war: In 
the battles around Mitau we took 
some 500 prisoners. East of Ponie- 
weseh the enemy retreated in an east- 
erly direction. 

“Our troops forced the road be- 
tween Wobolniki and Subocz, taking 
1250 prisoners and two machine 
guns. 

“In the direction of Loma we 
gained ground and captured some 
3000 Ruesilans.

OULD CONDEMN 
MEAT CARGOES. 


PACKERS’ METHODS SCORED IN 
BRITISH PRIZE COURT. 


—— 


Counsel for Crown Contends that 
There was Sufficient Pvidence of 
Government Destination and Con- 
signors had Failed to Prove Bulk 
of Contentions. 


(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. 

LONDON, Aug. 3.—8ir Samuel 
Evans, president of the British Prize 
Court, reserved judgment in the meat 
cargo cases when the hearing closed 
today with the conclusion of the sum- 
ming up of the case for the crown by 
Sir Frederick C. Smith, the Solicitor- 
General. 

The case affects the disposal of the 
cargo and of the Norwegian steam- 
ships Alfred Nobel, Kim and Bjornst- 
jerne-Bjornsen, and the Swedish 
stearher Fridland, consisting of farm 
produce, meat from American pack- 
ing-houses and lard, which have been 
detained by the British government. 

Sir Frederick said that the entire 
cargo should be condemsed on the 
ground that they had been intended 
for Germany; that the claimants had 
failed to prove their innocent desti- 
nation, and he also alleged fraud on 
the part of the American packers. 

The Solicitor-General pointed out 
that it was only by accident that the 
crown was enabled to obtain a cleam 
of light through the interception of 
telegrams which had found their way 
into the hands of British censors. 

There had been a vast system of 
communication, he said, which had 
not come within reach of the censors, 
and he asserted that the claimants 
had persistently refused to produce 
any documents. 

In conclusion, the BSolicitor-General 
asked that the goods be condemned on 
the ground that: 

First, there was sufficient evidence 
of a military or government desti- 
nation: second, that fraud. carried 
condemnation, and third, that fraud 
shifted the burden of proof to the 
packers who had failed to prove inno- 
cent destination. 

If the court released the cargoes, 
the Solicitor-General asked that no 
compensation for delay be allowed. 

Relative to goods consigned to 
others than agents of the packers, 
Secretary Frederick Smith contended 
that the claimants had not produced 
evidence to show that ownership had 
passed to them and therefore that the 
property was involved in condemna- 
tion with other property of the pack- 
ers: “and that the claimants were in- 
volved in general frauds organized by 
the packers and that the government 
could not be expected to separate the 
good from the bad.“ 

The court indicated that it would 
be some time before it had digested 
the complicated case and had reached 
a decision.

Aug. 3.— Arthur 
Butts, aged 28, a rallvway fireman, has 
invented wireless photography.

SCULPTURE FIND 
ON AN ISLAND. 


Hector Alliot of Los Angeles 
Announces Discovery. 


Bruce Gold Medal Awarded 
William . Campbell, 


Simpler Words Favored by 
Noted Scientist. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
BERKELEY (Cal) Aug. 3. — The 
discovery of prehistoric sculpture of 
the Pelasgic period, of remarkable 
fineness of modeling, on San Nicholas 
Island, off the coast of Southern Call- 
fornia, was announced by Dr. Hector 
Alliot, curator of the Southwest 
Museum at Los Angeles, in an address 
today before the Archaeological sec- 
tion of the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science. 

Dr. Alliot said he had been conduct- 
ing excavation work on the island and 
tat this discovery was the latest and 
greatest result of his research work 
there. 
Problems of breeding wheat were 
discussed by W. M. Jardine in a pa- 
per before the agricultural! section. In 
practicaliv every experiment con- 
ducted where nitrogen has been ap-

BRUCE MEDAL AWARDED. 
The Bruce gold medal of the As- 
tronomical Society of the Pacific, an 
international honor, was bestowed on 
William W. Campbell, director of Lick 
Observatory, and president of the 
American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science. The medal is 
for distinguished service to the 
acience of astronomy during the past 
year. Of the ten medals that have 
been given since the distinction was 
founded, President Campbell is the 
fourth American to be so honored.

LEGAL ARGUMENT. 


The supplemental! note then proceeds 
with a long legal argument to demon- 
strate the practicability of a prize 
court being governed by international! 
law and at the same time by municipal 
law in the form of orders in council. 
It finally comes to the case of the 
steamer Zamora, in the present war, 
in which the British court declared: 
“The nations of the world need not 
be apprehensive that orders in coun- 
cil will emanate from the government 
of this country in such violation of 
the acknowledged laws of nations that 
it is conceivable that our prize 
tribunals, holding the law of nations 
in reverence, would feel called upon 
to disregard and refuse obedience to 
the provisions of such orders.” 

Sir Edward then points out that 
the legality of the orders in council 
or of the measures taken under them. 
have not yet been brought to a deci- 
sion tn a prize court, but he reminds 
the United States that it is open to 
any United States citizen whose claim 
is before the prize court, to contend 
that any order in council, which may 
affect his claim is inconsistent with 
the principles of international! law and 
is therefore not binding upon the 
court. It the prize court declines to 
accept his contentions and if after such 
a decision has been upheld on appeal 
by the Judicial Committee of His 
Majesty's Privy Council, the govern- 
ment of the United States consider 
that there is serious ground for hold- 
ine that the decision ts incorrect and 
infringes the rights of their citizens, 
it is open to them to claim that it 
should be subjected to review by an 
international tribunal. 

MATAMOROS CASES. 


The celebrated Matamoros cases of 
the Civil War then are cited to show 
that the Supreme Court of the United 
States held it had the right to reverse 
the detisions of prize courts and that 
“there was no doubt of the furisdic- 
tion of an international tribunal to 
review the decisions of the prize 
courts of the United States, where the 
parties alleging themselves aggrieved 
had prosecuted their appeals to the 
court of last resort.” 

If the United States should be d 
satisfied with decisions of British 
prize courts as sustained by the Privy 
Council, the British government is 
prepared to concert with the United 
States, “in order to decide upon the 
best way of applying the principle to 
the situation, which would then have 
arisen.”

Arrange Picnic, Society] Wong Kong, the tall Chinaman 


with a large diamond ring, who, ac- 
cording to other Chinamen, is known 
as the “King of Chinatown,” was 
taken before the Mayor and Chief of 
Police yesterday at a conference at- 
tended by the leaders of the Chinese, 
and told there was to be no “king” 
in Chinatown. 

Word had come to the Chief that 
one Chinaman was assuming dicta- 
torial authority in Chinatown, having 
become a czar of that shabby prin- 
cipality. where the odor of dried fruit 
and fish, and the sound of shuffling 
sandais are distinctivé features. Be- 
cause of the recent threats of a tong 
war, averted by the drastic action of 
the Chief, it was decided to make it 
known there was to be no king in 
Chinatown. 

Wong Kong, head of the Bing Kong 
tong, and Wong Wing, head of the 
Hop Sing tong, rival organizations, 
were present. with the leading mer- 
chants and business men of China- 
town. 

“There is to be no king in China- 
town,” Chief Snively announced to 
them. “If one Chinese attempts to 
dictate what fhe rest shall do. I wish 
to be informed at once. I shall not 
permit one man to assume all au- 
thority, and pretend he has influence 
that would be of advantage to other 
Chinamen, as far as the activities of 
the police department are concerned.” 

The tong leaders agreed to drop all 
hostilities and conduct Chinatowa 
without trouble, lottery or even a 
king.

even from the government employees 


of the Zone. The secret is deemed 
so important that no one is allowed 
within the fortification walis, except 
the workmen and these are without 


be relied upon to give no informa- 
tion to outsiders. Even these em- 
ployees are kept in ignorance of every- 
thing except the particular part of the 
work aseigned to them. 

Fortification approaches are guard- 
ed day and night, and no one permit- 
ted to enter. All business is trans- 
acted without the inclosures. 

Capt. George R. Goethals, until re- 
cently, in charge of all the fortifica- 
tion work on the Zone, declined last 
night to discuss any phase of the sit- 
vation. The work is a secret that I 
nor any one else is at liberty to dis- 
cuss,” said he at the Alexandria. “No 
information whatsoever is given out 
about the defenses. Needless to say 


they are adequate, or rather will be 
when completed. Progress has been 
satisfactory. That is all I am at lib- 
erty to say.” 

When questioned as to the canal 
itself, Capt. Goethals was willing to 
give any information desired. “The 
slide.” said he, “is giving no trouble. 
Dredges are kept at the foot and 
vessels are dally passing through the 
canal. In all probability minor 
dredging operations will continue in- 
definitely but no more serious trouble 
is anticipated.”

BLACKMAIL PLOT.

According to 
the attorney, the cattle men in San 
Luis Obispo did not hold up their 
end of the deal and Mr. Bliss refused 
to pay for some cattle he had re- 
ceived. The whole matter was settled 
in court in San Luis Obispo and Mr. 
Bliss won the case. Lillibridge was 
the main witness for the California

CHINO, Aug. 3.—Sleep will be pos- 
sible here tonight. In jail at San Ber- 
nardino are Albert Warrick and Ed 
Wilkinson, accused of being the fre- 
bugs who terrorized this place by set- 
ting six fires and causing $10,000 loss 
Sunday night. One man is declared 
to have made a remarkable detailed 
confession of the pair's every action. 
News of the arrest came after; many 
officers and armed citizens, eworn in 
as deputies, had patrolled the streets 
all last night, to prevent a fresh out- 
Durst of incendiarism. The suspects 
were arrested on near-by ranches, and 
rushed at once to San Bernardino, in 
the fear public sentiment here might 
blaze forth uncontrolably. 
Several people saw the two men 
who eet the fires and gave a meager 
description to the officers. Constable 
Tebo worked out every clew until he 
finally became suspicious of Warrick 
and Wilkinson, two young men of 
Chino, whose actions had caused a 
little comment at the fires, and began 
to Investigate their whereabouts when 
the fires were burning. He succeeded 
in getting evidence he thought justi- 
fied their arrest. and drove out to a 
ranch where Wilkinson was working 
and arrested him. 
Close questioning elicited a full con- 
feasion from Wilkinson, who tmplicat- 
ed Warrick. Mr. Tebo declared. 
With Wilkineon in his automohi'le, 
Mr. Tebo drove to John Crider’s ranch, 
where Warrick was working on a 
header, and mace the second arrest.

| Public Utilities Board Shows Coun- 
cli Where $18,000 may be Recov- 
ered and Future Collections be

Various franchise irregularities were 
@lecussed by the Public Utilties Board 
yesterday in consideration of a report 
from Engineer Howell, with the re- 
sult that the Council will likely take 
epa immediately to collect about 
- $20,000 franchise taxes that have been 
paid the county on lines that have 
been annexed to the city since 1909. 
Engineer Howell's report, which was 
made the basis for a letter to the Coun- 
ee immediate action, is as fol- 


The 2 per cent. clause covering 
payment to the city or county on all 
franchises is, in effect, as now in op- 
eration a 1 per cent. clause, this from 

fact that the Broughton Act 
qualifies this 2 per cent. of gross re- 
ceipts by providing that if the fran- 
Chise is for an extension, that the 2 
per cent. of gross annual receipts 
shall be figured on one-half of the 
gross annua! receipts. 

The question with regard to the 
interpretation of this as now in ef- 
fect is whether a franchise granted 
to an individual owning or operating 
no other lines within the city or else- 
where, and therefore is an original 
line in the meaning of the law, at 
least at the time of issuance of said 
franchise, can become an extension of 
an existing line upon the assignment 
of said franchise by the owner there- 
e to another party operating a line. 

There are-twenty-nine such fran- 
Sales now in possession of the Los 
Angeles Railway. 

I find, also, that there are ten 
franchises granted by the county and 
operated by the Los Angeles Railway, 
and now within the city limits. These | 
franchises granted under the terms of | 
the Broughton Act, with the follow- 
img clause also contained therein: 

“That whenever any portion of the 
territory covered by this franchise 
Shall be included within any munici- 
pal corporation the right reserved un- 
Ger this franchise to the county of; 
Los Angeles or to any officer thereof, | 
except the right to collect and re- 
ceive the percentage of the gross re- 
ceipts and to require a statement 
thereof, shall inure to the benefit of 
such municipal corporation and its 
appropriate offices.” 

Under this clause the Los Angeles 
Ratiway is operating within the city 
and paying to the county the percent- 
age of the gross receipts applying 
thereto, and paying the city nothing. 

This would appear to be an illegal 
Clause and with no right on the part 
of the county to enforce; that the 
city would be entitled to receive its 
Percentage of the gress receipts in 
eccordance with the Broughton Act, 
mot only from date in the future, 


but from the date on which these ter-“ 


Titories including these franchises 
were annexed to the city. 

For the year 1915 this amounted 
to $3296.06, and as most of these 
lines were annexed in October, 1909, 
two of them in 1912, I figure that 
the back payments due from theécoun- 
ty to the city would be in the neich- 
borhood of $18,000 to $259,000. and be- 
Nove, not only is this $18,000 or 20. 
000, -collectable by the city, but the 
$3296 per annum for the future is 
collectable upon notice to the Los An- 
geles Railway.

WHY MANY DINNERS DACKED 
PIECE DE RESISTANCE.

Suit Involving Company and 
Dealer was Over Condition of Tur- 
keys, Ducks, Geese and Chickens 
After Warm Weather had Struck 
Them Just Before Fete Day.

The trial of the suit in Judge 
Work's court yesterday of the Na- 
tional Poultry Company against Sam 
Powder to recover $398.05, represent- 
ing the cost of turkeys, ducks, geese and 
chickens bought by Mr. Powder for 
his trade, brought to light a story 
of last Thanksgiving Day and disap- 
Pointment in many homes. The Poul- 
try Company brought a straight suit 
on a contract. Mr. Powder revealed 
the story when he set up in his 
answer that a portion of the consign- 
ment was spoiled. 

The testimony showed that a day or 
so before Thankegiving Day the 
weather was Warm. The poultry were 
shipped from cold storage and two 
city inspectors were called to testify 
from their experience the best method 
of keeping the turkeys, ducks, geese 
and chickens fit for the trade. Mr. 
Powder testified that he sold the poul- 
try from the refrigerator. He stated 
the customers brought back 266 
pounds, and claimed a credit of $166.53 
for the poultry returned. 

The Poultry Company claimed that 
the poultry was in good condition when 
delivered, and in giving judgment for 
the company, Judge Works held that 
Mr. Powder had not shown that they 
were not wholesome when he received 
the fowl.
